The claims are directed to a kit containing a compound where the compound is 
described. The specification teaches a number of compounds were tested to determine 
if they meet the functional requirements and under very specific conditions only, 
compounds 1-4, 6, 8, 9 listed in Fig. 4 met those functions. No other compounds are 
disclosed that meet the functional requirements of the claims. The present claims read 
on a plethora of compounds that are unlikely to work in the claimed invention. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not directed to the 
elected invention. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Sherf (5,744,320) teaches quenching reagents. 
Wood (5,814,471) teaches luciferase inhibitors.
